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REVISED RECOMMENDATIONS FOR PARLIAMENTARY CONSTITUENCY BOUNDARIES IN 
LINCOLNSHIRE 

The Boundary Commission are to publish revised recommendations for the 
parliamentary constituencies in Lincolnshire on 3 June 1993. The Commission 
published their provisional recommendations on 21 May 1992. Objections to 
these proposals led to a public inquiry which was held in Lincoln on 8 and 
9 December 1992. The Assistant Commissioner who conducted the inquiry 
recommended certain alterations to the Commission's proposals. Having 
considered his report, recommendations and the evidence, the Commission 
have decided to adopt those recommendations and revise their proposals 
accordingly. As with their provisional recommendations, the Commission are 
required to consider representations about their revised recommendations 
within one month of local publication. However, the Commission are not 
obliged to hold an inquiry into representations about their revised 
recommendations . 

The Commission now propose to include the following in their report to the 
Home Secretary, but they will give careful consideration to any further 
representations made in response to their public notice. Those who make 
representations are requested to say whether they approve of, or object to, 
the Commission's proposals and to give their reasons for their appproval 
or objection. In particular, objectors are advised to say what they propose 
in place of the Commission's recommendations and should note that an 
objection accompanied by a counter-proposal is likely to carry more weight 
than a simple statement of objection. 



Revised Recommendations 

(i) The Commission have decided that no change is necessary to their 
provisionally recommended constituencies of Gainsborough, Lincoln and South 
Holland . 

The Assistant Commissioner rejected counter proposals for the boundary 
between Gainsborough CC and Louth and Homcastle CC as he considered they 
would break local ties between Horncastle and its surrounding area. 



He considered that the City of Lincoln was too small to form a seat alone 
and that North Hykeham was too large to be included in a Lincoln seat. He 
rejected the proposal to bisect the city as he considered this would cause 
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considerable disruption throughout the county. He concluded that the 
Commission's recommendations to include Bracebridge Heath rather than 
Skellingthorpe was the best solution because of its geographical and other 
connections with Lincoln. 

The Assistant Commissioner rejected a counter proposal to include the 
Deepings with Grantham and Stamford CC instead of South Holland CC, which 
he considered would simply create another anomaly elsewhere in the county 
and would widen the disparity in electorates. 

(ii) The Commission have decided to amend their proposals for the other 
four provisionally recommended constituencies to create constituencies that 
have a greater adherence to local ties, as expressed in the written 
representations received by the Commission and in the arguments put to the 
Assistant Commissioner at the local inquiry. 

There was no evidence at the local inquiry against the view that the 
Commission's proposals for the boundary between Boston and Skegness CC and 
Louth and Homcastle CC would continue to break local ties between the 
wards of Sibsey and Frithville with the town of Boston and would now also 
break ties between Spilsby and Hundleby. The Assistant Commissioner 
rejected a proposal to transfer Chapel St Leonards to Boston and Skegness 
CC as he considered its ties with Boston were not of great significance, 
and its transfer would widen the disparity between the seats. 

There was equally no evidence at the inquiry against the claim that the 
Commission's proposals for the boundary between Grantham and Stamford CC 
and Mid Lincolnshire CC would break strong local ties between Grantham and 
the wards of Ermine, Heath, Loveden, Saxonwell, and Witham Valley to the 
north. The Assistant Commissioner accepted a counter proposal that Aveland, 
Ringstone and Toller be transferred from Grantham and Stamford CC to Mid 
Lincolnshire CC as they had some ties with Sleaford. 

The Commission have decided to amend their proposals for the four 
constituencies by the following exchanges: 

(a) The exchange of the East Lindsey District wards of Halton 
Holegate, New Leake, and Spilsby in Boston and Skegness CC, for the 
East Lindsey District wards of Frithville, and Sibsey in Louth and 
Horncastle CC. 

(b) The exchange of the South Kesteven District wards of Aveland, 
Toller, and Ringstone in Grantham and Stamford CC, for the South 
Kesteven District wards of Ermine, Heath, Loveden, Saxonwell, and 
Witham Valley in Mid Lincolnshire CC. 

(iii) The Commission received several letters suggesting that Mid 
Lincolnshire CC should be renamed Sleaford and North Hykeham CC and others 
that suggested that South Holland CC be renamed South Holland and the 
Deepings CC. Both suggested names accurately reflect the extent of the 
constituencies, and were recommended by the Assistant Commissioner. The 
Commission agree, and have revised their proposals accordingly.

REVISED RECOMMENDATIONS FOR PARLIAMENTARY CONSTITUENCY 
BOUNDARIES IN LEICESTERSHIRE 

The Commission are to publish revisions to their proposals for the 
parliamentary constituency boundaries to take account of local views 
expressed at the recent public inquiry. 

The Boundary Commission are to publish revised recommendations for the 
parliamentary constituencies in Leicestershire on 3 June 1993. The 
Commission published their provisional proposals on 21 May 1992. Objections 
to these proposals led to a public inquiry which was held in Leicester on 
9-10 December 1992. The Assistant Commissioner who conducted the inquiry 
recommended the adoption of a counter proposal for all the constituencies 
in the county except for the three in the City of Leicester where he 
recommended no change to the Commission's proposals. Having considered his 
report, recommendations and the evidence, the Commission have decided to 
accept them and revise their original proposals accordingly. As with their 
provisional recommendations, the Commission are required to consider 
representations about their revised recommendations within one month of 
local publication. However the Commission are not obliged to hold an 
inquiry into representations about their revised recommendations. 

The Commission now propose to include the following in their report to the 
Home Secretary, but they will give careful consideration to any further 
representations made in response to their public notice. 

Revised Recommendations 

(i) The Commission have decided that no change is necessary to their 
provisionally recommended seats of Leicester West, Leicester South and 
Leicester East. 

(ii) The Commission have decided to revise their remaining provisional 
recommendations to create constituencies that have greater adherence 
to local ties, as argued in the representations received by the 
Commission prior to the local inquiry and before the Assistant 
Commissioner at the local inquiry. 
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The Commission originally recommended that an additional, tenth, seat for 
Leicestershire should be created in the south of the county. The revised 
recommendations are for the new seat to be created to the north and north 
west of the City of Leicester and be centred on and named Charnwood. The 
Commission consider that there is a community of interest between the towns 
and villages comprising the proposed constituency with Leicester as their 
focal point. The revised recommendations also reflect the Commission's 
recognition that constituencies should adhere to district boundaries 
whenever practicable. 

The creation of the new Charnwood seat, taking as it does the southern part 
of the existing Loughborough seat, enables the Commission to unite the 
towns of Loughborough and Shepshed in the new Loughborough seat. The 
Loughborough/ Shepshed question was an important issue at the local inquiry. 
Having regard to the evidence (some of it conflicting) of past and present 
ties between the towns given at the inquiry, the Commission have accepted 
the Assistant Commissioner’s recommendation that these towns should form 
a constituency together. This decision was assisted by considering the 
aspects of employment, education and easy access which exist between the 
two conurbations. A further advantage gained by bringing Shepshed into the 
revised Loughborough seat is that the seat of North West Leicestershire 
becomes coterminous with the district of the same name. 

The above decisions mean that further alterations have to be made to the 
provisional recommendations for other parts of the county (except in the 
City of Leicester) . 

The Commission accept that the Borough of Melton and the Districts of 
Rutland and Harborough share a common interest and that communications 
between Melton and Rutland are far better than those between Rutland and 
Harborough. They therefore propose that a seat be created, running north 
to south, encompassing all of Melton and Rutland and the eastern half of 
Harborough rather than the provisional recommendations which had two 
separate seats running east to west dividing these areas. The central part 
of Harborough is now joined with Oadby and Wigston. 

The Commission have decided to amend their proposals for the Bosworth and 
Blaby seats as follows: 

(a) the transfer from the proposed Hinckley seat of seven Hinckley 
and Bosworth Borough wards to the Bosworth constituency; and 

(b) the transfer from the proposed Bosworth and Blaby and Wigston 
seats of nine wards in the Blaby District and ten wards in the 
Hinckley and Bosworth Borough to join the western part of 
Harborough in the revised seat of Blaby. 

These changes eliminate the proposed Hinckley seat and result in a change 
of name for the proposed Blaby and Wigston seat. This will be called Blaby 
(a return to the existing name). 

The full details of the above are set out below on the attached outline 
map.
